Not a Body Servant of W ashington. 
P h ila d e lp h ia , December 25th.—Daniel 
Webster, a well-known colored man, believed 
to have been the oldest person in Philadel­ 
phia, died to-day at the age of 105 years. He 
was born in Maryland, and owned by Colonel 
Joshua Webeter, who was killed in the war 
of 1812, Daniel accompanied his master on 
his last campaign, and brought his body back 
to Maryland, for which service the dead man’s 
wife gave him his freedom. He came to 
“hiladelphia in 1857. Daniel was a famous 
cxhorter, and was well known iu all parts of 
the city. 
His faculties were unimpaired to 
the la6t, and until a recent stroke of paralysis 
that caused his death, he was in the habit of 
boasting that he had never been sick in his 
life. He leaves eight son3 and daughters, 
fifty-seven grand-children and sixty-three 
great grand-childien, the majority of whom 
reside in .Mar} land. 
Annllur llurder at Wmalin. 
Omaha, December 25th.—Another murder 
was committed in this city this morning 
ab ut 3 o’clock, Oscar Hammer, a bartender 
at Treitschke’s saloon, a popular resort, being 
the victim. Hammer had bed some words 
with two young men—Frank Kenniston nnd 
Charles Kosters—aDd was standing on tbe 
doorstep <f the saloon talkirgto them, try­ 
ing to quiet them down anj to get them to go 
hnn e. Suddenly a sharp crack was heard, 
and the next moment Hammer tumbled 
backward into the saloon, fell up in the floor 
and died almost instantly, iu the presence of 
several men who were inside. He had beeu 
struck on the hen.d with come instrument, 
which inflicted a email wound an J causing a 
fracture of the skull. It is thought that ills 
weapon used was the butt-end of a revolver. 
K' 'Stern and Kenniston immediately disap­ 
peared, probably not being aware of the fatal 
result. They were soon afterwards arrested. 
They are the sonscf well-kcowa and respect­ 
able citizens. Kcsters did the striking, and 
iiis claim will be self-defense. Hammer came 
here a few months ago from Chapin & Gorres’, 
Chicago, and was quite popular here. He 
leaves a wife and child here.

London, December 25th. — During the 
celebration of high mass in the Church of tbe 
Holy Cros«, a man was seized while picking 
pockets. In order to effect his escape the 
culprit cried “ Fire!” and immediately a 
great panic seized the congregation, who 
lushed for the doors. During the confusion 
twelve women were crushed to death and 
forty other persons were seriously injured 
The pickpocket was soundly beaten by the 
crowd. The culprit is a Jew. The lower 
classes of the people are much excited against 
the Hebrews, several of whom have been mal­ 
treated and had the windows of their dwell­ 
ings broken. Tbe military had to be called 
ouf.A later dispatch states : So far thirty p?r- 
sor.s have died of their injuries received dur­ 
ing the panic in the church. Four shops 
kept by Jews were completely gutted, and 
several policemen icjored by the rioter*. The 
authorities displayed great promptitude in 
repressing the disorder. The military are now 
patroling the disturbed quarters. 
Pardon Granted. 
C onstantinople, 
December 25th. — 
Through the influence of the British Consul- 
General here, and some influential friends, a 
pardon has been granted O’Donovan, the cor­ 
respondent sentenced to six months’ impris­ 
onment. for speaking in abusive terms of tbe 
Sultan. O’Donovan leaves the city to-mor­ 
row. Another Plot Against the Czar. 
St. P etersbu rg, December 25th.—A plot 
has been discovered for assassinating the Czar 
in Karavanian street, which it was expected 
he would traverse while proceeding from the 
palace to the Michael Riding School, on the 
occasion of the recent tournament there. 
A Russian Cliy Destroyed by Nihilist*. 
V ienna. December 25th.—A telegram from 
St. Petersburg reports that the whole naval 
port of Cronstadt ¡B on fire. One quarter of 
the town is reported as already destroyed. 
The loss is enormous. The fire is believed to 
be the work of Nihilists. 
A Governor who Should be Knontcd. 
London, December 25th.—According to 
intelligence from St. Petersburg, great indig­ 
nation prevails there at the reprehensible con­ 
duct of the President of the administration 
of Eastern Siberia, who refused to telegraph 
the announcement of the arrivals of the sur- 
vivos of the Jeannette because they were 
without funds. The first news of their escape 
was consequently delayed ten weeks, 
Gladstone nnd the Mui-mans. 
London, December 25tb.—Gladstone, re­ 
plying to a correspondent who had called at­ 
tention to the fact that bands of Mormon 
missionaries visit Great Britain annually, de­ 
coying thousands • f young persons to a life 
of immorality in Utah, aud inqniring if the 
Government could not do something to pre­ 
vent the practic, says he fears it is not a 
m atter in which he cm interfere, r.s it is to 
be presumed that the young persons go vol­ 
untarily. 
The English Body-Snatrhlns Case. 
London, December 25th.—The police have 
obtained an important clue in the case of tbe 
stealing of the body of the Earl of Crawford 
and Balcarres. They expect to make an 
arrest shortly. 


M y ste rio u s.—A “ mysterious incident ” 
is said to have happened the other dsy in 
Washington's favorite room in the old man­ 
sion at Mount Vernon. In the room are 
many relics of Washington, including an 
old round-faced, peculiarly shaped clock, 
which has stood in silence for forty years. 
Only two or three rusty wheels are left in 
it. On the afternson of November ltith J. 
McH. Hollingsworth, .Superintendent of 
the Mount Vernon Association, wa3 show­ 
ing the relics to a party of visitors. He 
came to the old clock. “ This clock,” said 
he—when to his astonishment and terror, 
“ three strong, distinct strokes ” were 
struck upon the bell of the clock, and were 
heard by all iu the party. Mr. Holiings- 
worth “ was overcome with emotion,” and 
requested tho visitors to lea ’e the room, 
lie conU not understand the phenomena. 
The clock, he said, had not been disturbed 
iu the twelve years that he had been Super­ 
intendent of the grounds. It is open iu the 
back, aud oue can see, be said, that the 
works are broken and only a few of the 
wheels remain in position. The whole thing 
was a mystery to him. The details of this 
occurrence are given by “ J. W. Buel,” in 
a letter to the St. Icjuis Republican, and 
“ this stc-ry,” he says, “ is not a sensation, 
“ but a fact.” If he or Mr. Hollingsworth 
could master the courage examine the an­ 
cient timepiece, it would probably be found 
that the mysterious striking wa3 due to tho 
breaking of some spring < r wheel. 
A Confused Ju ro r.—During the admin­ 
istration of Hon. John Schley, Judge of the 
Middle Circuit of Georgia, one day, in the 
trial of a case on the common law docket 
before a petit jnry, in which Charles J. 
Jenkins and Quintilian Skrine were op­ 
posing sides, a juror, after the conclusion 
of Mr. Jenkins’s argument, and the intro­ 
duction of Mr. Skrine’s, suddenly rose, left 
the box and rushed out of the court house. 
Being brought back, to the Court’s indig­ 
nant demand why he hid taken sneh a 
liberty he answered : “ Well, now, Jedge, 
I’ll jes’ tell you how it is. I heerd Mr. 
Jenkins’s speech, and he made out the case 
so plain that I done made up my mind. 
And then Mr. Skrine he got up, and he 
went iatirely on the back track, he did, 
aud he were gettin’ my mind all confused 
up like ; and I jes’ thought, as for me, I 
better leave outwell he got through. Well, 
now, Jedge. jes’ to tell you the plain truth, 
1 didn’t like the way the argiment was 
a-gwine.” 
Pf.arls.—In France a pearl costing $16 
is now imita'cd for 50 cento or $1, and so 
successfully as to be sold at the price of 
the genu’ne article to any one not a verita­ 
ble expert, and even the latter class are 
often puzzled. The artificial pearl, how­ 
ever, is simply a glass bead or globe, which 
is first coated cn the inside with a glue 
made of parchment, then treated with a 
peculiar so-called “ essence,” after which 
it is filled with wax. The essence is the 
ohief pearly ingredient, and is obtained by 
rubbing together white-fish, so as to remove 
the scales; the whole is then strained 
throngh linen and left to deposit its sedi­ 
ment, which is the essence in question. It 
requires about 17,000 fish to produce a 
pound of the peaily essence.

A BURIED FOREST. 
A correspondent of the Wilmington 
Morning News writes to that journal as 
follows : 
Cypress Swamp, in the lower end of this 
State, is a place cf interest at any time. 
In the fall, however, when the little at­ 
tractiveness with which summer clothes it, 
has become the withered leaves of fall 
time, its wide acres are positively dismal. 
Last week I wandered over a portion of it. 
With the consoling thought that snakes 
and other creeping things, with which the 
soft turf abounds, were beginning to lose 
interest in things human, I gave freedom 
to my inclinations and had a tolerably good 
time. The rain of the two weeks previous 
had extinguished the last smoking embers of 
the fire that had been burning through the 
summer and the atmosphere was free of 
the stifling smoke that a month or two 
before had hung heavily above the tree 
tops. These fires occur frequently, and 
are caused by the carelessness of some one. 
The peculiar nature ot Oy press Swamp at 
these times is better understood. For ten or 
fifteen feet below the surface the devour­ 
ing element burrows, finding everywhere 
material upon which to feed. The soil is 
but decayed vegetable matter accumulated 
through centuries. Sometimes these fires 
insiduously eat their way beneath the fields 
of corn which grow here and there on the 
edge of the swamp, and frequently the 
rural inhabitant, upon waking iu the morn­ 
ing, sees these fields scalloped with holes 
big enough in some places to comfortably 
take in his granary. 
The swamp is a mystery. At a time, 
with regard to which even tradition is 
silent, it was a basin. A basin of consid­ 
erable width aud breadth, for tbe Indians 
had sat on its bottom, fed upon oysters and 
clams, and indolently smoked pipes in the 
shade of the cypress. The shell stratum 
found in many places proves this. The 
cypress which had shaded these aboriginal 
epicures many centuries ago, now lie, or did 
years ago, before the shingle hunter came 
into the swamp, a fallen forest, with 
fifteen feet of swamp and acres of trees 
of another age growing thrifty above it. 
The swamp is an alluvial deposit. 
In its depths creeks of Indian River 
Bay find source, and the waters, dark 
with the 8oakings of vegetable matter, 
are carried by these ou the oue side 
into the Atlantic ocean, and by the 
Pocomoke river on the other side into 
the Chesapeake bay. The theory is that 
the streams of water which aro now mere 
creeks were the channels up which ele­ 
ments in the process of gradual formation 
weie carried and deposited. The forest 
of cypress timber gradually gnve way un­ 
til tbe trees became completely buried. 
This matter, which in time filled up the 
basin, has served to preserve the cypress. 
Very few of them, however, now lie buried; 
for almost a century shingle hunters have 
thrived in the swamp. Among the many 
things of interest I saw were the cabina 
ot these men. 
The shingle hunting industry is now al­ 
most extiDct. Those engaged in the busi­ 
ness would go into the swamps and work 
there lor weeks. In dry weather, such as 
that of last fummer, the soil of tbe 
Bwamp would crack in many places, and 
with the instinct which experience gave, 
the hunters would hunt for these fissures. 
Every crack indicated the spot where was 
buried cypress timber. The sign rarely 
failed. After the tree had been resur 
rected then the “ rivers” would come, and 
in a very short time the once buried trunk 
would be converted into a large pile of 
shingles, which were then more profitable 
than now. Almost all the old buildiDgs in 
Sussex county are roofed with these, and 
many thousands were shipped to the other 
States. 
This being before the time 
of railroads the shingles were carted to 
Milford and other towns on neighboring 
steamers, and thence shipped to dealers in 
large cities. Nothing now remains of this 
once lucrative business but the cabins in 
the swamp and the gray-haired rustics 
living hereabout who made their dollars in 
this way. 
Old men around Lewes, Georgetown and 
Frank ford have shot deer in the swamp, 
and many stories are told of phenomenally 
cold winters when bears were forced to the 
edges of civilization for food, and how 
babies had to be tied in tbeir cradles to 
keep them from crawling into the mouth 
of a famishing beast on the door-stcp. 
The swamp is about five miles square. 
It formerly belonged to General Daga- 
worthy, on old revolutionary patriot, and 
strong personal friend of General Washing­ 
ton. During the years subsequent to Dags- 
worthy’8 death, the property was divided 
and subdivided, until now tho acres of 
numberB of farmers extend into its depth. 
By this division much of it has been re­ 
claimed. In a few years, by tbe system of 
drainage which several farmers have intro­ 
duced, more of it will he open to cultiva­ 
tion, and eventually all vestige of the 
swamp will disappear.

ELAINE AND GRANT. 


I t is said th a t the “ sta lw a rts” are likely 
to he very m uch disgusted w ith Blaine be­ 
cause th e latter sent a dispatch to M inister 
Angelí, in China, in regard to th e proposi­ 
tion th a t G rant should be asked to m ediate 
betw een C hina and Japan, requesting the 
M inister to explain to the Chinese Govern­ 
m en t th a t although G eneral G rant wa3 
“ a great and honored citizen of the Re 
“ public,’’ y et he was, a t th a t tim e “ m trely 
“ a priv ate citizen traveling for his own 
“ pleasure, and in his private capacity, and 
“ w ith no power to represent the U nited 
“ States G overnm ent.” Now it is perfectly 
clear th at there ¡3 in th is dispatch nothing 
upon which the “ stalw arts,” or anyone else 
•can base a reasonable objection. 
I t is in 
tru th a simple statem ent of fact, and, 
moreover, a statem ent of fact which there 
is good ground for believing needed to be 
made. For it cannot be denied th at several 
of th e E astern G overnm ents visited by 
G ra n t in his tour round th e world, fell into 
th e error of regarding him as in some way 
« perm anent official of high rank, who was 
em pow ered to speak and act for the U nited 
S tates. 
I t is highly probable th a t when he 
■was suggested as an arb itrato r betw een 
C hina and Japan some such notion as this 
•was a t the bottom of the proposition, and 
under the circum stances it was not only 
proper b u t necessary th a t Mr. Blaine should 
ta k e precautions against w hat m ight have 
led to serious em barrassm ents. 
I t was 
certain ly more friendly to General G rant to 
d o this than it would have been to let the 
m isapprehension concerning his position 
an d 
powers 
lead 
him 
into 
some 
affair, his connection w ith which m ight 
have compelled the U nited S tates G overn­ 
m en t to make a public disclaim er of any 
responsibility for hia proocdings. 
B ut for 
all this we arc quite prepared to find th at 
th e G ran t “ stalw arts” restD t Blaine’s ac­ 
tio n in the m atter, and for th e reason th at 
th ese G ian t “ stalw arts” have really gone 
ao far in th e direction of im perialist ideas as 
to th in k th a t th eir hero ought to possess 
som e vague and general authority to rep­ 
resent th e country abroad, and to do w hat 
h e pleases at home. 
In fact it was made 
ev id en t last year when they prepared the 
“ G rant boom ," th a t they had ctasvd to 
th in k or feel about him as about a mere 
citizen, and I.:. . 
hey bad come to look 
upon him as one having special and inde­ 
feasible claims upon th e country, which it 
w as th e d u ty of everyone to recognize, 
an d 
the 
non-recognition 
of 
which 
constituted a close approach to treason. 
T h e peculiar way in which the “ G rant 
“ colum n” acted a t Chicago indeed showed 
th a t th e men com posing it considered 
them selves to be in some special way a t­ 
tach ed to the personality of G rant. 
They 
believed very m uch as th e old Jscobites 
used to believe in relation to “ Prince 
“ C harlie.” 
T h ;y upheld G rant as a man 
w ho in some u jnxpL iaed way pcs .es3cd a 
rig h t to be Prvsident, and if they had 
published their inm ost thoughts perhips 
th e y w ould have adm itted th a t they be­ 
lieved in his right to be perpetual Presi­ 
d e n t. 
Of course inch meu will resent 
B laine’s dispatch, b u t the Am erican people 
■will certainly not do sc. 


By way of apology for allowing a «roman 
passenger to retaiu her money, one of the 
p erp etrato rs of ihe recent train robbery in 
M issouri said : 
“ The next tim e we under­ 
ta k e a job of this kind we will have a lady 
to search the lady passengers." 
The wom ­ 
a n was not too frightened to express a 
d o u b t w hether the robbers could secure the 
services of a lady in th at capacity. 


I t is evident th at the U tah delegation 
case will not be settled as easily as the sup­ 
porters of Governor M urray appear to have 
expected. 
I t will be rem em bered th a t 
Cannon, the Mormon polygamist, received 
nearly all the votes at the election, but 
th a t Governor M u n ay gave a certificate to 
Campbell, on the ground th a t Cannon was 
not a citizen o f the U nited States. 
The 
Governor also inserted in Cam pbell’s c tr 
tificate the statem ent th a t it was given to 
him because he was a citizen of the U nited 
States. 
Now w hether the allegation th at 
Cannon is not a citizen is true or untrue 
happens to be a question beyond the juris­ 
diction of G overnor M urray. 
The law 
gives him no power to take into considera­ 
tion th e eligibility of a candidate. 
All he 
is empowered and directed to do is to give 
a certificate of election to th e candidate 
having th e highest num ber of votes. 
I t is 
none of bis business to ascertain w hether 
or not th a t candidate is eligible. 
T hat Í3 
th e business of Congress. 
The House alone 
has th e authority to decide upon the quali­ 
fication of itB own members. 
N or can the 
argum ent o f M urray’s supporters, namely, 
th a t his allusion to th e question of citizen­ 
ship in Campbell’s certificate is m erely a 
surplusage, be allowed to have any weight, 
for it does not alter th e fact th at in giving 
a certificate to Campbell he was setting np 
a false representation. 
I t was his duty 
to give a certificate to th e 
candidate 
having th e largest num ber of votes. 
He 
did not do this. 
On the contrary, he gave 
the certificate to th e candidate who had 
the sm allest num ber of votes. 
In taking 
upon himself to decide upon Cannon’s eligí 
bility he usurped a pow er which did not 
belong to him, and which did belong to 
CoDgress. 
W e have before expressed the 
opinion th a t Congress could not afford to 
perm it a precedent of this kind to be estab­ 
lished. 
To do so would be to allow Gov­ 
ernors of T erritories or even of States to 
determ ine who should go to Congress in 
contested or uncertain cases, and such a 
power would eventually deprive Congress 
of one of the mo3t im portant and indis­ 
pensable of its rights. 
I t is necessary to set aside the question 
of C annon’s connection w ith th e Mormons 
in discussing this case, for it really has but 
a very rem ote bearing upon it. 
The real 
question is th a t of his citizenship, and 
there can be no doubt th at this is a ques­ 
tion for the determ ination of the House, 
and not of Governor M urray. 
If Cannon 
is not a citizen th e House can refuse to 
adm it him, and on proof of th at allegation 
would no doubt take th a t course. 
B ut at 
present he has the strongest position before 
it. 
Cam pbell comes w ith a certificate 
which is irregular on its face, and which 
cannot therefore be com petent or suflicient 
evidence of th e validity of his claim. 
CannoD, on the other hand, has the proofs 
of his election, and a 3 far as they go they 
are incontestable. 
Up to th e present mo 
m ent Cannon ought to be regarded as the 
candidate having the strongs st claim to a 
seat. 
Campbell has really no claim at all 
beyond th e notoriously illegal and irregular 
certificate of the G overnor of U tah ; a cer­ 
tificate which m ight ju st as equitably have 
been given to some m an who had never 
been a candidate a t all. 
In fact it would 
have been a stronger evidence had it been 
given to some stranger, for in Campbell’s 
case it is plain th a t he is n ot m erely not 
th e successful candidate, but th a t he is the 
candidate whom th e voters expressly re­ 
jected. 
I t is intim ated th a t Congress may solve 
the difficulty by refusing to adm it either 
of the claim ants, and this seems to be the 
only defensible course, provided th a t Can­ 
non’s ineligibility is dem onstrated. 
For 
if he is shown to bave been ineligible, and 
is consequently rejected by the House, it 
cannot w ith any show of reason turn round 
and adm it Campbell, for whom nothing 
more can be said th an th a t he was de­ 
feated. 
If Cannon was not elected there 
was no election, and this doctrine has been 
affirmed repeatedly by the Courts, which 
have alm ost uniform ly held th a t the in­ 
eligibility of a m ajority candidate can­ 
not 
be 
regarded 
as 
electing 
a 
m i­ 
nority candidate. 
The objection to the 
admission 
of 
Campbell 
is 
in 
our 
opinion 
inseparable 
from 
this 
stan d ­ 
point, b u t the House cannot afford to adm it 
him, because to do so would be to recog­ 
nize the right of Governor M urray to pass 
upon the question of eligibility, and this 
would establish the very precedent which' 
it is necessary to avoid. 
No doubt Con­ 
gress has itself to blame in part for this dif­ 
ficulty, in th at it has adm itted Cannon re­ 
peatedly notw ithstanding it knew th at he 
was a polygam ist. 
I t has acted very 
w eakly in th is m atter, and its cowardice 
has brought its own punishm ent, as often 
happens in Biich cages. 
Of course it would be one of those blun­ 
ders which are worse th an crim es to rule 
against Cannon if he has th e right, merely 
because he is a Mormon and a polygam ist. 
Trying to rem edy one wrong by another 
never answers, and in this case the partic­ 
ular w rong sought to be done by those who 
think th at polygam y ought to be fought 
w ith any and all weapons, could only 
weaken and discredit representative in sti­ 
tutions, and would be certain to enlist the 
sym pathy of all clearsighted and upright 
men on the eide of th e injured party. 
In 
short, if Congress cannot fight polygamy 
by 
honorable 
m ethods, 
and 
w ithout 
tram pling upon its own laws and princi­ 
ples, 
it had b etter leave it alone. 
Of 
course if Cannon’s ineligibility can be sub­ 
stantiated the solution of th e ci3e will be 
facilitated, and the Mormon question need 
not cut any figure in it. 
And as Congress 
will naturally seek th e easiest courss it is 
probable th at it will take this one if it can 
do so. 
B ut however bad Cannon’s claim 
is, th a t of liis opponent is m auifestly far 
worse, and therefore the most equitable 
and generally 
satisfactory 
arrangem ent 
w ould be to declare th a t no election has 
been bad, and to order another. 
Governor 
M urray’s friends have m ade so bold an 
attem p t to justify his course, however, and 
have asserted on his behalf th e right to 
pass upon th e question of eligibility so 
persistently, th a t tho House can hardly 
avoid ta k irg strong and decided ground cn 
this po:nt. 
I t m ust insist upon its inalien­ 
able rig h t in th e premises, and npcn the 
illegality of any attem p t by a T erritorial 
or State Executive to arrogate judicial 
fs c c tn m in cas.s where the law gives 
these officials no authority, and where they 
in fact sra allowed no option but to give 
certificates to the m ajority candidate. 


THE 
POPE’S 
CHRISTMAS 
RECEPTION. 


A t the Fope’s Christm as reception cf the 
Cardinals he gave w hat may be regarded as 
an indication of his intentions for the com­ 
ing year. 
H e said tl-at his position “ wsg 
“ becoming more and more intolerable. 
“ W hen he claim ed tem poral power in 
“ order to E e c u r e th s independence of his 
“ spiritual power, he was accused of being a 
“ rebel and a traito r to Italy. 
Catholics 
“ who dem anded efficient guaranties for t h e 
“ freedom 
of 
th e 
head 
of 
their 
“ Church, 
were 
sim ilarly 
stigmatized, 


“ and 
pilgrim s 
to 
Rome 
were 
in- 
“ suited by the press and populace. 
I t 
“ was therefore natural th a t Bishops com­ 
ing fo Rome should consider the existing 
“ situation incom patible w ith tbe dignity 
“ of the Holy .See. 
H e said th a t he ex- 
“ pected far m ore serious persecution in 
“ tim e to come, b u t he would endeavor to 
"g u id e the bark of 
P eter through the 
“ troubled sea, looking forw ard to a mo- 
“ m ent when 
God would stem the tide 
“ and calm the tem pest.” 
W hile there is 
here w hat may be considered a faint ad­ 
um bration of a desire to leave Rome, it can­ 
not be said th at there is any positive 
reference to such a purpose. 
Perhaps it 
would co t be far from the tru th if we 
should conclude th a t the Pope’s conrage has 
failed him once more, and th a t liis address 
to the CardinaH really indicates an in ten ­ 
tion to proceed w ith the passive and in­ 
effective role he has perform ed heretofore. 
The 
defect 
of 
Pope 
Leo’s 
character 
appears to be indecision. 
H e has allowed 
himself to d rift into the channel cu t by 
his predecessor, and though it lias been 
evident for years th a t “ No Thoroughfare” 
is w ritten upon it, he has not the energy 
to deliver himBelf. 
He Bays th a t his posi­ 
tion is becoming more and more intolera­ 
ble. 
This m ay be construed as meaning 
th at his position is more and more out of 
harm ony w ith the age. 
The question of 
the tem poral power of the Popery has been 
settled once for all, and it never will be 
raised again seriously. 
The head of the 
Catholic Church 
m ust content himself 
w ith being a spiritual ruler. 
If he does 
not (and perhaps even if he does), a tim e 
will come when th a t empire alto will be 
w rested from him. 
Such a tim e will ceme 
all the more quickly if he continues to 
w aste his energies in vain and puerile com­ 
plaints against the inevitable. 
Italy will 
not be moved to reinstate him in power. 
No other country will stir a fingfcr to help 
him. 
W hether he stays in the V atican or 
w hether he leaves Rome, he m ust be pre­ 
pared to encounter th e same resolute and 
definitive 
repudiation 
of his claim to 
sovereignty. 
B ut he appears to have com­ 
m itted himself to the care of the advisers 
of Pius, and if th a t is so his pontificate is 
destined to be a failure.

THE GUITEAU TRIAL. 


The Am erican people have had 
the 
pleasure of beiug wished a m erry C hrist­ 
inas by th e as3assia of th eir President. 
This assassin continues to misbehave him 
self w ith th e same im punity, though Judge 
Cox has at last summoned courage to 
threaten him w ith punishm ent for con­ 
tem pt. 
The whole course of this trial has, 
however, 
long since 
become 
a public 
scandal and nuisance. 
I t is exasperating 
to see this detestable w retch airing his 
loathsom e self-conceit a t every opportunity, 
insulting the Court, abusing tho prosecu­ 
tion, blackguarding the witnesses, quarrel­ 
ing w ith his own counsel, and a t brief in­ 
tervals reiterating his ridiculous theory of 
“ inspiration.” 
The ruffian has, however, 
insisted so m uch and so often upon his own 
sanity th a t we are in hopes the ju ry will 
tak e him at his word. 
B ut unfortunately 
nothing can compensate for th e disgrace of 
the trial. 
Even if he were found guilty 
to-morrow and hanged the next day, this 
case would rem ain a lasting blot upon our 
crim inal adm inistration, a by-w ord and a 
cause of reproach for all tim e. 
N ever 
were the w orst defects of our system so 
exposed before. 
N ever was au A m erican 
C ourt so degraded. 
If th e danger of a 
failure of justice in such a case as this is 
so great th a t a Judge will rath er perm it 
his C ourt to be turned into a burlesque 
theater for weeks together than encounter 
the risk to w hich th e prosecution would 
be exposed by the enforcem ent of order 
and the repression of G aiteau’s outrageous 
insolence and misconduct, it is the m ost 
scathing comm ent upon the existing con­ 
dition of things th a t could be conceived. 
And no other explanation can be found for 
the course of Judge Cox.

A N D 
SE N TIM EN T. 


There is alw ays on the Btage a risk in 
p athelic situations, for tho “ illusion of 
the stage ” Í3 a thing much more talked 
about then felt. 
Thus great efforts in 
pathos arc alm ost alw ays reached in a 
single sentence, a word sometimes, even 
a tone, a gesture. 
Long epeeches, pro- 
tr&cled situations, rarely touch the heart, 
partly because the actors cannot keep 
them selves for so long to the proper pitch, 
partly because th e spectators cannot keep 
up th eir sym pathy for so long for w hat 
they know —though a flash or genius may 
make them for an in stan t forget it—to be 
but fictitious woe. 
Thus pathos, no m at­ 
ter how beautiful its expression, to be 
truly effective on th e stage, to be truly 
effective anyw here in fiction, should al­ 
ways be briet. 
And it should alw ays be 
born, not made. 
B revity and natural­ 
ness are the essential qualities of pathos. 
W hen it lacks these tw o it becomes senti­ 
m ent. 
The m om ent we begin to reason 
about it, the m oment we begin to ask our­ 
selves w hether this could really have hap­ 
pened this way or th at, then we may 
know th a t pathos has left the scene and 
sentim ent conies on. 
To hunt in highways 
and byways for a sigh, to exhaust nature 
and a rt for a tear, is the act only of the 
man who has no knowledge, no feeling for 
the real sorrows of hum anity. Even where 
one finds a tru e note of pathos struck, 
how often does it not lose half its effect, 
become finally lost by repetition ? 
The 
nail is ham m ered again and again, until the 
head is knocked away, and th e point 
blunted. 
“ I t was alw ays,” says Fafstaff, 
“ the trick of our English nation if they 
have a good thing, to m ake it too com­ 
m on.” 
Yet, w here can one find such m as­ 
tery of pathos as in him who drew Fal- 
staff? 
A ll the French and Germ an senti­ 
m ent th a t w as ever priuted m ight be wiped 
off the face of the earth while there remains 
the “ Do not laugh a t m e,” of Lear, the 
“ Oh, lago, th e pity of it, lago,” of O thel­ 
lo, and H am let’s “ The rest Í3 silence.”— 
[London Times.

B is m a r c k ’s V ie w .— The Prussian N a ­ 
tional Gazette states that a few days ago 
Piince Bismarck received a Jewish gentle­ 
man, owner of a large manufacturing estab­ 
lishment, a3 a guest at his country seat. 
In reply to an inquiry whether he approved 
of the anti-Jewish agitation, the Prince 
readily answered : 
“ Certainly n o t: noth­ 
ing can be more unjust. 
I am most de­ 
cidedly opposed to this agitation against 
the Jews, whether from the point of view 
of religion or race. 
W ith equal right they 
could one day fail upan Germans of Polish 
or French extraction and Bay they were no 
Germans. 
That the Jew s show a predilec­ 
tion for trade is a matter of ta ste ; their 
previous exclusion from all othir profes­ 
sions may, perhaps, well justify it. 
But it 
is certainly not warrantable to talk about 
their superior wealth in that inflammatory 
way, which I find wholly contemptible, as 
being calculated to excite the envy and 
hatred cf the multitude. I will never agree 
to the constitutional rights of the Jews 
being restricted in any way. 
The intel­ 
lectual organizition of the Jews in general 
inclines them to criticism, and the greater 
number of them, therefore, are on the side 
of the Opposition ; but I make no distinc­ 
tion between Christian and Jewish oppo­ 
nents of my economic policy, which I con­ 
scientiously hold to be profitable for the 
nation.”

Special I ispatches to the “Kecord-

Mrs. Sccville and her son have left Wash­ 
ington for Chicago. 
The securities lost in Wall street Thursday 
have been recovered. 
In New Haven, Rev. Dr. Leonard Bacon 
died Saturday morning of heart disease. 
An “ apparentdeficit” of $104,000 has been 
discovered in the accounts of the late Treas­ 
urer of Arkansas.

A p a te n t was issued at Washington Satur- 
dsy to William Guttenberger, of Sacramento, 
for an ore crusher and grinder. 
C. H. Adam, of the Springfield Republican, 
ha3 accepted an engagement as managing 
editor of the Baltimore Tim a. 
Havre advices state that gome enormous 
speculative operations in coffee have thus far 
resulted in losses estimated at £1.000,000. 
Nothing of importance occurred in the 
Guiteau trial Saturday, the assassin indulg­ 
ing in his usual babbling. 
The Court ad­ 
journed until Tuesday. 
A family row at Helen wood, Tenn., Satur­ 
day afternoon resulted in the shooting of six 
men. three of whom are dead.

A ta meeting cf tho German cabinet Satur­ 
day, Bismarck presiding, the principles of the 
bill for the revision of the May laws were 
agreed to. 
The bill, while removing the more 
stringent provisions, leaves many safeguards 
for the authority of the State. 
Owing to the influence of Ali Ben K&ltff, 
an Arab Chief, three of the largest tribes in 
Sou’hern Tunis bold out against the French. 
The insurgents have piilaged the large town 
of Kaso. 
The march of General Lagerot’s 
column from Sfax is in consequence post­ 
poned. 
A t Rome, Saturday, the Pope gave the 
customary Christmas Eve reception to the 
Cardinals, of whom twenty-three were io at­ 
tendance. including the German Cardinal, 
Hc.henl. he. 
In reply to their address, the 
Pope said his position was be coming more and 
mere intolerable.

O d d E x p o r t . —Among the various arti­ 
cles of trade exported from N ew Zealand, 
peihsps the moat curious is a species of 
fungus which grows on decaying trees in 
ali parts of the North island, but most 
plentifully in the provincial district of 
Taranaki. 
In shape this fungus resembles 
the human ear, and it is of a brown color 
and semi transparent when fresh.

not deemed of sufficient importance to be 
included io the list of colonial exports un­ 
til 1872, when fifty-eight tons, the value of 
which was £1.927, were shipped ; in 1877 
220 tons, valued at £11,318, were exported, 
and last year the value of the export was 
£0,227. 
China is the destination of this 
product. 
It is much prized there as 
an article of food, formiug the chief ingre­ 
dient of the favorite soup of that couutry 
on account of its gelatinous properties and 
its peculiar flavor. W ncther the immigrant 
Chinese, 
who 
were 
more numerous iu 
New Zealand live years ago than they are 
now, discovered the virtues of this fungoid 
growth, or whether tho Maoris, with their 
naturally keen wit, hit upon the idea that 
the substance would suit the peculiar tastes 
of the Chinese, docs not appear. 
The 
Europeans in the colony, however, have 
never acquired a taste for it. 
To prepare 
this fungus for export, nothing more is re­ 
quired than to pick it from the tranks of 
the trees and dry it iu the air or under 
sheds. 
When dry it is packed in bags and 
shipped to China by way of Sydney or San 
Francisco. 


N o v e l C o n t r a c t . — A shipbuilding firm 
on the Thames has undertaken to build 
an iron clad of novel construction for the 
Brazilian Government, under a contract 
which includes a novel series of penalty 
clauses. 
The ship is designed to steam fif­ 
teen knots per hour ; but if ehe fails by a 
quarter of a knot a penalty of £2,000 is to 
be paid ; and so for every quarter of a knot of 
speed per hour a penalty of £16,000 will 
have to be paid ; while the loss of a knot 
and a quarter will involve a fine of £32,000, 
aud if a speed of less than thirteen and a 
half knots per hour can only be attained a 
sum t qnal to one-sixth of the total price of 
the vessel will be forfeited. 
If, again, the 
vessel when launched draws an inch of 
water more than the draught named in the 
contract, £1,000 is to be deducted from the 
price to be paid for the ship, and so od, 
again, in sn ascending scale until a penalty 
of £25 000 is reached for six inches excess 
of draught. 


— Enterprise is a marked 
characteristic of at least one business firm 
in London. 
This house has chartered a big 
st* amer, which will be fitted np with rooms 
for samples and with berths for the repre­ 
sentatives of commercial houses.

seaport, where the harbor is good and busi­ 
ness is d ull! 
Evidently here is a capital 
opportunity for some bloodthirsty Irish­ 
m a n , with a private Block of dynamite on 
hand, to strike a blow at England and to 
serve the civilized world a good turn at the 
same time.
